rhe box board manufacturers of the country are this 
week seriously considering another plan looking to the 
betterment of conditions in their branch of the prover in 
dustry. The proposed plan which was practically agreed 
to by those present at the meeting held at Barberton, Ohio, 
n Monday of last week calls for the “leasing down,” or 
urtailment, of the board production of the country to the 
xtent of 500 tons per day. Half of this tonnage is to be 
traw board and half paper stock boards.

»wners who shut down their machines under this agree 
ment are to receive at the rare of $4 per ton for each ton 
withdrawn from the market. Those manufacturers who 
msent to the plan and keep their machines running are to 
pay to a committee appointed for that purpose $1 per ton

greement. According to the reports in regard to the new 
roposition it is said that prices may also be lowered by 
the manufacturers who decide to put the plan in opera- 
tion.

LOUISIANA BRIMSTONE. 


A Shipment of 2,000 Tons for the Eastern Market—Produc- 
tion Is Being Increased—Supply Heretofore Only Been 
Sufficient to Fill Fox River Valley Orders. 


The arrival at New York last week of a shipment of 
2,000 tons of brimstone from the mines of the Union 
Sulphur Company, of Calcasieu Parish, La. again calls 
attention to the domestic supply of sulphur upon which 
the Fox River Valley paper mills have been drawing for 
the past two years. This shipment is evidently the first 
that could be spared for the Eastern consumers who have 
By its in- 
creased facilities the company is now able to accept some 
of the business that it has heretofore been obliged to de 
cline. Much of this shipment is said to be for paper mills 
in the East. That others will now follow is taken for 
granted, as the officials of the company have stated that 
they would not accept the contracts proffered them by the 


been importuning the company for supplies. 


paper manufacturers in the Northeastern States until they 


had considerably increased their output. Now that part 
of their preparations for an increased production has been 
completed the company has come into the Eastern market. 

In the brimstone trade the Louisiana company has been 
looked upon as a good deal of an experiment. The dis 
covery of the mine, it is said, was accidental, being a lucky 
find made by a party that was boring for oil. The im 
pression in the trade for some time has been that the 
Louisiana proposition was largely experimental and that 
the mine would soon become exhausted. Even now the 
old heads in the business say that they are not satisfied 
that there is any large quantity of brimstone in Louisiana. 
But admitting that the Union Sulphur Company is mining 
some brimstone, the handlers of the imported stock say 
that the production does not yet cut much of a figure. 

Despite the misgivings of the handlers of imported brim- 
stone, the Union Sulphur Company has been gradually 
improving and enlarging its facilities. Its first customers 
among the paper manufacturers were found in the Fox 
River Valley in Wisconsin. The quality of the brimstone 
must have been exceptionally good for paper making pur 
poses, for within the past two years all the mills in that 
section have shifted their orders from the importers of the 
foreign to the producer of the domestic article. In this 
change from the old source of supply the officers of the 
company find the best recommendation for their product 
They say that it is the largest sulphur mine in the world 
and that the supply is apparently inexhaustible. 


Inspecting Fort Frances Power. 

Orrawa, Canada, June 27, 1904.—Messrs. Backus and 
Brooks, of the Backus-Shevlin syndicate, this week 
showed a party of American capitalists over the sites and 
water powers of Fort Frances, Ont.

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THE DEMAND FOR PAPER. 


Holyoke Trade Improved - Philadelphia and Chicago More 
Active—Boston and Miami Valley Business Is Fair 
—New York Demand Seasonable. 





In the New York markets the volume of business done 
this week has been small. The combination of the last 
week in the month, the nearness of the holiday and the 
official beginning of the dull season next week have con- 
spired to reduce sales. Store trade with the jobbers has 
been quiet. The buying in all branches of the industry 
seems to have been restricted to actual pressing needs. 
Because of the general let up in business which always 
takes place around the Fourth of July there is at present 
a sort of mutual stand off in the relations of jobber and 
manufacturer." The former when solicited for business by 
the mill representatives invariably declines to place big 
orders at the prevailing prices. The mill man in his turn 
insists that the market is still strong and that there is 
nothing to warrant any lowering in the quotations. As 
a result of these opposing views in regard to market the 
volume of new business going to the mills is compara- 
‘tively small. instead of placing a big order the dealer 
who happens to need some stock cuts the order down to 
meet his immediate requirements. This attitude of the 
dealers has not as yet forced the manufacturers to make any 
material reductions in their prices. It is reported, how- 
ever, that some slight concessions have been made by 
a few of the smaller mills. These concessions were made, 
so it is said, to secure business that might be needed 
during July and August. The grades said to have been 
the subjects of these concessions are book papers, Ne. 1 
wood manilas and news paper. But in regard to these 
reported concessions the representatives of the leading 
mills making each grade assert that for the standard 
grades of paper there is absolutely no weakness. Mills 


making the better class of papers are all comfortably ' 


filled with orders, so these gentlemen say. The high 
cost of all their raw materials precludes any lowering of 
quotations, even if they needed business, so they assert. 
The orders already on their books, plus the business 
that may legitimately be ¢ounted on to come in during 
July and August, plus the time out for repairs, the manu- 
facturers contend, will suffice to bridge over any un- 
usual dullness during the suramer. With the manufac- 
turers the market is really in better condition than is 
generally the case on the first of July. With the dis- 
tributing trade business is quiet. In box boards the 
manufacturers are at present very busy working out the 
details of a new proposition to still further curtail pro- 
duction.

Fair Trade in Miami Valley.

Dayton, Ohio, June 27, 1904.—It cannot be said that 
trade was marked by excessive animation the past week, 
nor has there been the proverbial summer dullness. In 
another month it may be in order to report that listless 
feature of the business which is bound to come once a 
year, when the trade is more interested in inventories to 
determine how much was lost or made. than in the actual 
transaction of business.

Canadian Pulp Wood Labor Conditions. 
(From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Ortawa, Canada, June 27, 1904.—The Dominion Labor 
Gazette thus deals with labor conditions in the lumber and 
pulp wood industry: “The city of Ottawa is the centre of 
the eastern lumber trade, and the most important distrib- 
uting point for the labor employed in this industry. Al- 
ready the question of the labor supply and wages for next 
season’s operations is engaging some attention at this 
point. For a number of years past the establishment of

the season just closed axe hands received from $30 to 
$32 per month and board; teamsters, $35 per month and 
board, and river drivers $40 to $45 per month with board; 
road men, $30 per month and board. The buoyancy of the 
lumber market and the contiguance of activity in many of 
the branches above mentioned are stated as the chief 
factors that will tend to maintain wages on a high level.”

“I had them 
throw water on the rags at that time. In the afternoon | 
had just left the plant and gone to the office, when I turned 
around and saw flames breaking through the roof.” 

The mill burned like tinder. The fire broke out at ;

run for their lives. No one was injured.

Maine Water Is Dropping. 

Bancor, Me., June 27, 1904.—On account of the lack of 
rain the pitch of water in the rivers and lakes hereabouts 
has dropped considerably during the past few weeks, and 
lumbermen are hurrying along their drives as fast as possi 
ble to avoid having them hung up. At present there is a 
good pitch of water for driving, but if the dry spell con 
tinues it is liable to drop fast. 

The second Mattawamkeag drive has left Scatterack 
boom and was expected to reach the main river last Mon 
day night. Good progress has been made with this drive 
and no trouble has been experienced with low water. The 
first Mattawamkeag drive has already been in the main 
river for some time. 4 

On the East Branch the drivers have been having al! 
sorts of trouble, chief of which at present is the head 
winds, which have been blowing for some time now and 
which show no signs of abating. The Katahdin Pulp Com- 
pany’s drive has already reached Allagash Lake and is 
coming along at a good rate, except for the head winds 
No trouble has been experienced with the water. 

Marsh & Ayer’s drive has also been having trouble and it 
is considered doubtful if the drive much more than reaches 
Grand Lake this season. In that case it will probably be 
wintéred at that lake and sent along with the first drive 
next spring. The chain carry which is used by this firm 
between Chamberlain and Eagle lakes was put out of 
service recently by the breaking of the shaft, and unti!

Elected Directors of Paper Company Cannot Act. 

Trenton, N. J., June 27, 1904.—The case of Frank B 
Stratford, Edwin H. Stratford and Herbert R. Stratford 
against George S. Mallory, James Tompkins, Elijah S 
Cowles and John W. Chapman, involving a summary in- 
vestigation of the method of election of directors of the 
Jersey City Paper Company, has been decided in the 
Court of Errors and Appeals in a decision handed down 
by Justice Pitney, in which it is held that it would be un 
fair to install the elected directors, and in this the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court is sustained. 

The Jersey City Paper Company has its offices and 
plant in Jersey City and is capitalized at $43,000. At th« 
election in dispute the meeting was held at the office o/ 
Mr. Cowles, which is about a mile from the factory. The 
stock books were not produced, owing to the place of 
meeting. The case was taken into the Supreme Court on 
the ground that the stock books were not produced as 
provided for in the general incorporation act. 
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LINEN THREAD WASTE DUTY FREE. 


the Claim of New York Importers Sustained—Action of 
Collector in Assessing Duty at Ten Per Cent. 
Ad Valorem Reversed. 





The protest of Joseph Libmann & Co., of New York, 
against the assessment of duty on an importation of linen 
hread waste has been sustained by the Board of General 
\ppraisers in a decision rendered on Wednesday of last 
week by Judge Henderson M. Somerville. Following pre- 
vious decisions the board holds that linen thread waste is 
iree of duty under paragraph 632 as “waste fit only to be 
onverted into paper,” and is not dutiable at 10 per cent. 
under paragraph 463 as waste “not specially provided for.” 
lhe use of small quantities of such waste in the mills which 
produce it for the wiping off of the mill machinery is un- 
important, not being a commercial use of the waste suffi- 
cient to take it without the terms of said paragraph 632. 

The market value of the waste in the country of expor- 
tation is stated to be about 3% cents per pound. In each 
instance the goods were assessed for duty by the collector 
at 10 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 463 of the tariff 
act of 1897 as waste not specially provided for in said act. 
lhe importers claimed free entry under paragraph 632. 
Judge Somerville, in rendering his decision, says: 

“The assessment of duty by the collector seems to have 
been made upon the report of the local appraiser that this 
kind of waste is used for other purposes than the manu- 
facture of paper, namely, for the packing of railroad jour- 
nals, and to some extent for the cleaning of machinery. 
The testimony taken at the hearing satisfactorily shows 
that linen thread waste of this character is used exclusively 
by paper mills for the manufacture of a high grade of tissue 
paper and for no other purposes. The hearing of these 
cases has been continued from time to time so as to afford 
every opportunity for the Government counsel to introduce 
evidence to support the assertion that the goods are used 
for other purposes than the manufacture of paper. No 
witness has been introduced who has satisfactorily sus- 
tuined this contention. The only evidence looking in that 
direction is a statement that in one or more of the Eastern 
mills where this waste is produced and sold to paper mills 
small quantities of it are sometimes used, on economical 
principles,“in the mills where it is made for the wiping of 
the mill machinery. There is no evidence whatever that 
commercially it is ever sold to anyone for this purpose, or 
for any other purpose than to be used as paper stock. The 
phrase ‘fit only to be converted into paper,’ used in para- 
graph 632, manifestly means not fit, commercially, for any 
ther use than for paper stock. 

“The examiner of wastes of all kinds, including paper 
stock, at the port of New York, after being requested to 
make a thorough investigation of this matter, testified that 
linen thread waste of this kind is used exclusively for the 
manufacture of paper; that he had made a careful investi- 
gation as to whether or not such goods are used by rail- 
roads for the packing of journals and as wiping waste; 
that he had visited various railroads in New York city and 
had talked with the purchasers of the waste used by said 
roads and had ascertained the fact that they use no linen 
thread waste for cleaning machinery or packing car jour- 
nals, for the reason that such waste was unfit for such 
purposes, being inferior to cotton and woolen waste, which 
is the kind used by said roads. He states that this unfit- 
ness arises from the fact that linen waste, after being 
oaked with oil, becomes packed down and leaves the jour- 
nals exposed, thus failing to furnish proper lubrication; 
that cotton and woolen waste do not possess these defects. 
lt is not used for wiping purposes for the reason thai it is 
not good as an absorbent of oil, as other kinds of waste are. 

“We are entirely satisfied from the evidence that waste 
{ this character is used only for the purpose of manufac- 
turing paper and in no other way, and for this reason is 
subject to classification under said paragraph 632, where 
t is specially provided for. Even if it were true that, in 
the past, this waste had been used in small quantities for 
ther purposes the discontinuance of such use would re- 
\uire a change of classification, as was held by the Circuit 
‘ourt of Appeals in affirming a decision by the board. 
lhe board has made one or more unpublished decisions 

ised entirely upon the report of the local appraiser, hold- 
ng a contrary view to that herein expressed. These cases 
vere decided by default, and are not to be considered as 
uthorities in any manner Opposed to the decision in the 
‘resent case, which is based on elaborate testimony and 
tensive investigation. The protests are sustained and the 

cision of the collector reversed, with instructions to re- 

juidate the entries.”

Chicago Sales of United Box Board Stock.

Comparatively light offerings of preferred stock of the 
United Box Board and Paper Company on the local Ex- 
change last week found a poor market, and the price broke 
to 10, the lowest in the history of the company. Even at 
that only 300 shares were sold. 

The reluctance of outsiders to buy with the talk of a re- 
organization overhanging the property, and the expressed 
desire of the insiders to wait until the reorganization plans 
are agreed on before averaging their holdings at the low 
prices, have combined to make the market for the shares 
very low. 

At the same time there are few persons acquainted with 
the company who do not believe that the stock is selling 
far below its par value. It is figured that the American 
Straw Board Company alone, which has now reduced its 
total debt to about $300,000, could sell its assets for more 
than $10 a share on Box Board preferred. 

The United has no immediate need of money, and has 
only a small bonded debt and is earning more than its fixed 
charges, with the exception of the sinking fund on its bond 
issue. Under the present conditions apparently no one is 
willing to buy the stock until something is assured in the 
way of future returns.

Neglect of Black River Canal Causing Inconvenience. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ]} 
Watertown, N. Y., June 28, 1904.—The neglect of the 
Black River Canal by the State is causing some incon- 
venience and loss to those engaged in the lumber busi- 
ness in this part of the State and also cuts out a good bit 
of business formerly done by boat owners. Years ago the 
navigable portion of Black River—from Lyons Falls down 
to Carthage—teceived some attention. The channel was 
dredged, so that boats could be loaded nearly to their full 
capacity; but today a canal boat with half a cargo will not 
pass through the channel 6n account of sand bars. Manu- 
facturers who used to load boats at their mills and send 
them through to Albany and New York are now obliged 
to ship by rail or pay out considerable sums for lighterage. 
Carthage merchants who used to get merchandise and coal 
by water are not able to do so now, and the only thing 
about the Black River Canal seems to be considered of 
value is its use as a feeder to the Erie Canal at Rome. 
In using it for this purpose water is diverted from the 
numerous paper mills and other manufacturing establish 
ments to such an extent as to seriously affect their busi- 
ness during the summer months. People interested have 
appealed to the State authorities for relief from present 
conditions, but there is little prospect of anything being 
done. B. 


Will Enlarge Thilmany Plant.

NoTES OF THE TRADE. 


Lee & Co. will supply the city departments of Cam- 
en, N. J., with their stationery during the coming fiscal 
ear. 

lhe Bellows Falls Machine Company, of Bellows Falls, 
Vt., has been very busy for some time past, working a 
full force, some departments overtime, and next week 
the entire shop will be running nights. 

A permit has been issued to the Copp-Clark Company, 
Ltd., for its new warehouse on Front street West, To 
onto, Canada. It will be a five story and basement 
uilding, of slow burning construction. It is being 
erected from plans by Messrs. Symon & Rae, architects. 
The firm hope to be in their new building some time in 
September. 

The change in the business relationship of Isaac Collins 
ind C, Be Holten, Philadelphia, is now in complete oper- 
ation. Mr. Collins severed his connection with the jobbing 
business of Holten & Collins, Philadelphia, and assumed 
entire charge of the National Waterproofing Company’s 
plant, Delaware avenue and Pearl street, Camden, from 
which Mr. Holten withdrew to assume entire management 
of the Philadelphia house. 

Edwin F. Bishop, manager of the Lake Superior Timber 
Company, says that his company is now shipping annually 
from Canada about 25,000 cords of pulp wood into the 
Fox River Valley of Wisconsin. At Port Arthur, the 
Canadian head of the lakes, where the company has its 


headquarters, business is booming. It may become the 
Grand Trunk Railway terminal and it has a new hotel and 
water works system. 

The American Blower Company, Detroit, Mich., recently 
shipped to the mill of the International Paper Company at 
Glens Falls, N. Y., an outfit for forced and induced draft, 
to be used in connection with the boiler for testing coals. 
The induced draft apparatus consists of a 70 inch full 
housed fan having a wheel 42 inches in diameter. The 
forced draft fan is a 50 inch full house steel plate fan. 
Both of these fans are driven by direct connected electric 
motors. 


Over 400 men at Rumford Falls, Me., in the employ of 
the International Paper Mill, Oxford Paper Mill and rail 
road have signed an agreement to join the Young Men's 
Christian Association, and it is understood that the asso 
ciation is to be presented with a $25,000 building fully 
equipped and furnished with reading rooms, writing rooms, 
a gymnasium, billiard and pool rooms, bowling alley and 
swimming tank. It is understood that Mr. Hugh J. Chis 
holm, president of the International Paper Company and 
the Portland and Rumford Falls Railroad, is much inter- 
ested in the movement. 

Among the several improvements which are being made 
in Dayton (Ohio) factories that supply the paper trade 
with machinery is the construction of an erecting plant 
by the Seybold Machine Company, of that city. A number 
of changes are being made at this company’s plant, but 
the most important is the building of an erection shop. 
All machines will be set up in this building. The building 


is of brick, 133 feet long, 180 feet deep and 18 feet high. 
It will be ready for occupancy in a comparatively short 
time, and will be equipped with the most modern erecting 
machinery to be found, including traveling cranes and other 
up to date appliances. 


A gang of about fifty men will complete in the course of 
a few days the extension of a spur line of the Canada At- 
lantic Railway to the McTiernan farm, Ottawa, Canada, 
which is at once to be utilized by the owner, J. R. Booth, 
the pulp manufacturer and lumberman, as a new piling 
ground for the output of his lumber mills. The property 
was acquired last summer, the new piling ground being 
greatly needed, especially since the bylaw curtailing piling 
within the city limits was passed. The yard is to be well 
equipped with railway tracks, and has an extensive area 
for piling. 


The Hadley Printing and Paper Company is the title 
of a new corporation that will take over the affairs of the 
Hadley Printing Company at 136 Superior street, Toledo, 
Ohio. A new charter is to be applied for at once, and the 
incorporators will be C. A. Browning, A. A. Moody, Frank 
Burt, John Suter and A. L. Horton. The capital stock will 
be $25,000. This company has bought the plant from the 
Dollar Savings Bank, which, as the heaviest creditor, bid 
in the property at a recent receiver’s sale. A. L. Horton, 
who has been manager of the Merrill Press, has closed 
his connection with the concern, and will be manager of 
the Hadley. Mr. Suter will be active in the business as 
secretary-treasurer, and A. A. Moody is president of the 
company.

JAPANESE PAPER FIBRES. 


Statements by a Fibre Expert as to the Various Plants Used 
—The Characteristics of the Different Fibres and 
the Paper in Which They Are Used. 


By CuAs. Ricnarps Dopce. 

The fact that the Department of Agriculture will ex- 
periment next year with the Japanese Mitsumata paper 
plant calls attention to the different plants used for paper 
making in Japan, as well as to the manifold uses of paper 
by these people. 

It is doubtful, at the outset, should any of these Japanese 
fibre plants succeed in cultivation in this country, if they 
will be of material value to American paper manufacture 
for some time to come, or until a large commercial supply 
could be regularly depended upon, and even with a supply 
assured, the success of the introduction must depend upon 
the cost of producing the raw material as a crop. Jute was 
introduced by the Department of Agriculture over thirty 
years ago, widely conducted experiments proving that it 
would yield large crops of superior fibre, but .we continue 
to buy the India product because we cannot afford to pre- 
pare the fibre for market, after the crop has been grown, 
in competition with the imported fibre at 114 to 3 cents 
per pound. 

The conditions under which paper has been, and is still 
being, manufactured in Japan are somewhat similar to the 
conditions which surrounded the household linen industry 
of the United States at the time when nearly every farmer 
was a flax grower and his family linen manufacturers. 
Today we buy the bulk of our flax in Europe (for twines 
and threads), and the larger part of our limen is woven 
in Europe, while we can grow superb flax in many portions 
of the country if we would. 

In the matter of introducing new fibres it is a principle 
to investigate from the “business end” down to culture, if 
I may be allowed the expression, rather than the- reverse. 
In other words, to find out practically how and -vhere the 
new fibre can be employed in manufacture, and if there are 
manufacturers who can be depended upon to make a regu- 
lar demand for it. The questions of utility, demand and 
market value having been satisfactorily settled, experiments 
in cultivation will answer those other questions of adapta- 
bility to soil and climate and cost of production. Ifthe 
cost of production is higher than the purchase price in the 
foreign market, that is the end of it. 

In Japan paper is employed in many manufactures which, 
in this country and among Europeans generally, are pro- 
duced from textiles or from leather, such as rain coats, 
waterproof bags and sacks, tarpaulins and innumerable 
small articles resembling French kid, such as tobacco 
pouches and the like. Such manufactures are possible, 
first, because the Japanese trade in them has been long es- 
tablished, and the people have nothing else—save cheaper 
makeshifts—but especially because the paper fibres of 
Japan are textile in character, possessing the qualities of 
length, fineness, silkiness or softness, with toughness or 
strength. They are better fibres for general paper manu- 
facture than anything we are using, though the question

whether we can afford to use them in these days of wood 
pulp and cheap raw material is one which others must 
answer. Paper can be made from anything that is at all 
fibrous, but the cost of production always settles the ques- 
tion of utility. 

The paper fibres of Japan are tree basts, or the bark of 
small trees under 7 feet in height and for the most part 
growing wild. The entire bark of the trunk and branches 
is employed, the removal sometimes being facilitated by 
steaming, after which the bark is washed by repeatedly 
kneading in clean water, dried and again soaked in water 
and the outer skin scraped off, the scrapings being used for 
inferior paper. It is then bleached in the sun until suffi- 
ciently white, and afterward boiled in lye to remove gummy 
matters. 

While ten or more species of these small trees are used 
for paper making in Japan, only three are important com- 
mercially. These are the Mitsumata, with which the 
Agricultural Department proposes to experiment, the 
Ganpi and the Kudzu or Kozo. The Mitsumata is known 
to botanists as Edgeworthia gardneri (synonym: E. 
papyrifera). It is a deciduous shrub with a stem about 
7 feet high, branching into three twigs, hence the name 
Mitsu-mata. It is cultivated in the mountains of many 
districts, particularly Yamanashi, Tosa, Tattori, Shid- 
zuoka, Shinane, &c., but is rarely found in a wild state. 
As it requires more or less shade it is always sown be- 
tween rows of grain. The plants require a year to mature, 
so that a crop cannot be secured until the second year. 
The plant is of easy growth, and produces crops ranging 
from 600 pounds to a ton of the raw product per acre, 
though the higher yield is very exceptional. From the 
bark is produced a fine and lustrous bast fibre, which im- 
parts a quality of whiteness ‘to the paper made from it. 
It lacks strength and toughness, however, and when these 
qualities are desired, it is mixed with Ganpi, the result 
being a paper of proper texture and tenacity, with the 


‘ added qualities of thickness, whiteness and lustre. For the 


qualities of smoothness and fineness, a mixture with Kodzu 
is essential. It is thought that the plant will succeed in 
cultivation in the Southern States, in clay soils, though 
the soil considered the best in Japan is a gravelly loam 
such as is found in the paleozoic formations of the high- 
lands. 

The Ganpi is a species of Wickstreemia growing wild 
everywhere in the country, but particularly in the warmer 
portions, The provinces famous for its production are 
Kii, Tosa (in the Island of Sikoku), Wakusa and Idzu. 
Four other species of thé genus are also used to some 
extent. The Ganpi is a tree 6 to 7 feet high. The fibre 
is not only very fine, but strong, though it lacks white- 
ness. It is especially valuable for making thin papers, 
and is therefore largely used for the manufacture of the 
copying papers exported from Japan in such large quan- 
tities. The paper is known as ganpi-shi. Experiments in 
cultivation in. Japan showed that the yield of raw bark 
is about 1,000 to 1,500 pounds per acre. A Formosan 
species of Wickstreemia recently experimented with gave a 
very soft paper resembling French tissue. 

The Kudzu, or Kozo, is the well known paper mul-

berry, and is a species of Broussonetia. Two other speci 
of the genus are also employed for paper making, know: 
as the Tsurikago and the Kami Noki, but the paper is in 
ferior to the Kudzu. It grows both wild and cultivate. 
and is found in China, Japan, Borneo, the islands of th. 
Pacific, &c. The fibre is fine, of good strength an 
bleaches readily. It is largely used for the manufactur 
of the common papers of Japan. In some localities th: 
Kudzu paper, twisted into a coarse yarn, is employed in « 
kind of textile manufacture woven with silk or hemp. Th. 
bark, removed in strips and beaten into thin sheets, is th 
famous Pappa cloth of Hawaii and other islands of th: 
Pacific. In Burma it is used for papier maché. Its manu 
facture in Formosa is limited, as the paper is chiefly used 
in the manufacture of lanterns and umbrellas. 

Several other plants are used for paper, as two specie 
of Daphne, one of which is known as Sakura-ganpi. Thx 
bast fibres of both are fine and strong, and more near|) 
resemble those of Mitsumata. The silkworm mulberry 
tree, Morus alba, is also used for paper, but only to a 
limited extent. 

If there is a place for any of these Japanese fibres in 
American paper manufacture it would be well for thos: 
interested to import a ton or more of the raw bark and 
give it a practical test.

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PHILADELPHIA’S ORGANIZATION. 


Meeting of Committee to Devise Plan—What the General 
Meeting to Be Held Today Will Be 
Urged to Do. 





[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

PuHiLaveLpHia, June 28, 1904.—Though the committee, 
consisting of I. N. Megargee, J. H. Sinex, Charles L. Huff, 
A. C. Whiting, Albert Wolf, George Rudolph, Edward 
Wilson, J. B. Mitchell, George Fort, D. L. Ward, A. 
Hartung and B. F. Huntzinger, appointed by the jobbers’ 
meeting Tuesday last at The Bourse to decide on the or- 
ganization of a paper trade association, has had only one 
meeting to frame a platform of principles and purposes, 
enough questions presented ‘themselves to. cause all pres- 
ent to wonder how it was possible to continue in business 
thus long without an organization. Necessity for an as- 
sociation was shown so clearly indeed that none present 
doubted that it would be a permanent institution, and an- 
ticipating this one of the first questions determined for 
recommendation to the association was that a charter 
should be secured at the earliest opportunity and that 
permanent headquarters should be secured. 

The meeting was held on Friday last in the office of 
J. H. Sinex, 1312 Arch street. It was largely attended 
and much interest was displayed. The most important of 
the questions discussed and decided upon to be given fa- 
vorable recommendation to the association at its next meet- 
ing on Thursday of this week in Room 3, second floor, 
The Bourse, at 3 o'clock, were the following: 

1. Elimination of the curbstone broker. The action of 
irresponsible free lances who, controlling the trade of per- 
sonal friends, “hold up” the trade for a commission, was 
denounced by all. One instance was cited of an employee 
of a wholesale and retail clothing establishment who in 
his lunch hour solicited the paper order of business asso- 
ciates and of personal friends. He induced them to de- 
clare that they would not place orders unless a commis- 
sion was allowed to the clothing house employee. The 
opinion was expressed that an association could show it- 
self worthy of support if it did nothing more than drive 
“free lances” from the jobbing houses. It is the inten- 
tion to have all the jobbing houses employ only regular 
solicitors on salary or commission and not to recognize 
any having no regular connections

2. Limitation of free deliveries. Philadelphia is a city 
of magnificent distances, and these h:ve necessitated some 
general rule with regard to deliveries by wagon. The as- 
sociation itself will be asked to define that limit, which 
will naturally take in the city proper. Deliveries are to 
be made on the sidewalks or at the door. Heretofore hours 
have sometimes been wasted im carrying goods to an upper 
story where no elevator is installed. 

3. Charges for cutting papers and for breaking reams 
and lots. An agreement to this effect is already in force, 
having been subscribed to by a majority of those houses 
which will be members of the association. 

The committee decided that it would recommend that in 
the main the constitution and bylaws of the New York 
association should be adopted, changes being made as re- 
quired by local conditions; that there should be thorough 
co-operation with associations in New York, Boston and 
other cities, and that applications for membership in ‘!.c 
national association should be made. The name decided 
upon was the Paper Trade Association of Philadelphia. 
Permanent headquarters will probably be established in 
The Bourse. 

The adoption of the following declaration of objects 
was urged: “The objects for which the association is 
formed are to improve and regulate the business dealing 
of its members with their customers as well as with manu- 
facturers, and to put them on a fair and equal basis for all 
concerned.” 

The definition of eligibility to membership evoked much 
discussion, but the following was tentatively agreed upon: 

“Any individual, copartnership or corporation carrying 
on the business of wholesale dealer or jobber in paper, 
carrying a general stock of various grades of regular stock 
sizes and weights of paper, either printing or wrapping 
paper, or both, cardboard, envelopes, &c., from which any 
quantity, large or small, can and will be sold—in fact, a 
general distributer for manufacturers—may be eligible for 
membership in this association by the approval of the board 
of Girectors.” 

The entrance fee was fixed at $10 and the annual 
dues at $25. It was also decided to recommend the 
establishment of an associate membership roll, on which 
jobbers outside of Philadelphia and east of the Susque- 
hanna River should be invited to place their names. 

At the general meeting on Thursday the constitution 
and bylaws will be adopted, officers elected and a perma- 
nent organization formed. = G

The Papier Zeitung thinks it desirable that thin opaque 
printing papers should be more generally used in Germany 
Reference is made to the so called Oxford-India paper 
which German manufacturers have imitated, apparently 
with no great success. It is pointed out that the Oxford 
India paper weighs from 20 to 28 grains the square metre, 
and the percentage of ash is from 8 to 15. It is tough and 
elastic. Under the microscope the paper shows a good 
stiong fibre, looking like hemp, and probably made from 
some Indian plant. Some 500 sheets of the paper are only 
15 mm. thick. The German imitations have from 30 to 35 
per cent. ash, and are not so strong, elastic or opaquc 
there being many pinholes and unevenness.

Paper Fibres. 


We have repeatedly referred to the continual search that 
is being made for new fibres for paper making uses, and 
to the fact that in the main that search only revives 
a consideration of fibres that many years ago were used 
by paper makers’ and were discarded for more available 
materials. There is such a revival now, and many fibres 
that have long been known to paper makers and from 
which paper has been made are being discussed, mainly 
by people outside the industry. It is expected that in some 
way there will come out of this discussion and experiment- 
ing some substantial results, and indications are that ex- 
pectations will not be altogether disappointed. 

In this line of work the Government proposes to aid by 
carrying on a line of experiments next year with paper 
making fibres from Japan to test their availability for use 
in the United States paper mills. Having these proposed 
experiments in view we print on page 8 an article written 
for Tue Paper Trave Journ at by Charles Richards Dodge, 
a well known Government fibre expert. In this article 
Mr. Dodge discusses the availability of the chief Japanese 
paper making fibres, and points out their main charac- 
teristics. 

It is doubtful if there will result from the Government 
experiments much that will be of practical service to the 
United States paper maker. The Japanese fibres referred 
to are mainly used in hand paper making, and machine 
work is largely, if not wholly, dependent on fibres other 
than those to which reference is made. As Mr. Dodge 
states, the Government has before this tried experiments 
on similar lines, notably with jute. United States paper 
makers, however, continued to import their jute stocks 
from India during such time as those stocks, in the form of 
butts, Now jute butts are almost 
unused in this country as paper making stock, although 
bagging, ropes and threads continue to be of service. The 
business in jute butts, so far as the paper maker is con- 
cerned, was killed by the increased use of wood in its 
Wood is abundant, is cheap and suits the 


interested them at all. 


various forms. 
paper maker’s purpose better than any of its predecessors, 
and any fibre to supplant it must not only be abundant but 
must be as available and at least as cheap. At present no 
such fibre is in sight. 

This 
however, if it result in repeated failures, cannot be devoid 
of benefit, for out of it all will probably come the discovery 
either of new fibres or of new processes for treating fibres 
already known so as to make them useful to the paper 
making industry generally.

The Brimstone Situation. 

The. sending to New York last week of 2,000 tons of 
brimstone from mines in Louisiana is significant. It is 
the first shipment to the Eastern market of supplies from 
that quarter, Up to this date all the sulphur that could be 
mined in Louisiana has been taken by the Wisconsin mills, 
but as the Union Sulphur Company has increased its out- 
put it is now able to spare some of its tonnage for new 
customers. 

Sulphite makers have heretofore been dependent on the 
Anglo-Sicilian Compaay for their supplies of brimstone, 
the mines of Sicily furnishing almost the entire quantity 
used in this country. Of course, as there has been no 
competition the price has ruled at whatever figure the 
mining company has been pleased to put on it. Naturally 
it was not low. Now that the domestic supply is growing 
large enough to be of some importance there may be a 
change in the situation. 

The domestic output has commended itself to sulphite 
manufacturers who have used it. Its purity has been an 
advantage, but perhaps the strongest feature to attract 
consumers is the steadiness and certainty of shipment. 
During the Spanish-American war sulphite men realized 
how easily their source of supply could be closed against 
them and how, because of that, they could be compelled 
to pay exorbitant prices without any warning or without 
any way of escape. The domestic article is not subject to 
any such interruption and there is a control of shipments 
that is very satisfactory. 

There has been a belief that the Louisiana supply was 
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very limited and that it would never reach a point where it 
would enable this country to become independent of the 


Sicilian mines. Those in charge of operations, however, 


insist that there is no ground for such belief. They say 


that they are steadily increasing their tonnage, and that 


their mine is practically inexhaustible. For the sake of all 


concerned we trust that it is. 


The manufacturer of boards always has something “on 
the side” to occupy his mind. For instance, just at present, 
when trade is dull, he is asked to consider a “leasing 
down” proposition, whereby if he runs his mill he is to pay 
a penalty of $1 a ton, or if he shuts down his mill he is to 
receive $3 or $4 a ton. This is the old Standard Straw 
Board Company plan revived, and just at present the board 
mathematicians are endeavoring to solve the problem of 
how many mills can be shut down and yet leave enough 
running to provide the $3 or $4 a ton for the other fellows. 
The answer has not yet been officially announced, but it is 
hoped that it is not the same as was found in the Standard 
case. It is estimated that, all told, the production is now 
almost double the consumption, but, as Ben Butler would 


put it, this is simply a case of “underconsumption,” and 
not of overproduction, 


The United States Board of General Appraisers has de- 
cided that linen thread waste shall be admitted duty free. 
The decision is satisfactory to the trade, and is as it should 
be, but as the Government has been appealing all such 
cases it will probably take this case to the United States 
Court. The board has been paying a great deal of atten- 
tion to paper stock matters lately, much more than they 
are entitled to receive. It is hoped that there will now be 
a cessation of this sort of attention, which in most cases 
means only annoyance, delay and expense to the legitimate 
importer of paper makers’ supplies. 


This is the season when rumors of paper mills to be 
built fill the air. Most of them when investigated prove to 
be only the dream of some imaginative promoter who, like 
Colonel Sellers, sees millions in his proposition. No sec- 
tion of the country is free from these rumors. They crop up 
in the most unexpected places and they locate the mill site 
in many cases in the most inaccessible spots. However, 
some of these rumors are well founded, and next year will 
see several new establishments added to the industry. 


An English paper says: “The: Daily Bulletin, Korea's 
only newspaper (which is edited and published by Jap- 
anese), states that the Emperor has determined to recon- 
struct a new palace of some incombustible material. Papier 
maché has been suggested, and 1,000 Koreans will be em- 
ployed to chew up the paper.” If the Emperor is clever, 
he will import some American girls who are given to the 
chewing gum habit. We will guarantee that they will beat 
the Korean gentlemen as “beating engines.” 


We reprint a short selection from the New York Sun 
on the question of salesmen, in which it is represented that 
good salesmen are scarce. Of course they are in a way. 
There are plenty of them, but they are all at work earning 
good salaries. The salesman is not always to blame. Oft- 
times a poor employer, one of the non-sympathetic, nag- 
ging, grumbling kind, spoils a man who under other cir- 
cumstances would be a star. 

The Austro-Hungarian consul reports an arrangement 
between the three large mills—Letea, Busteni and Campu- 
lung. All business is transacted through a general sales 
office in Bukarest. Prices show very little change, but an 
ingease is anticipated when the new import duties come 
into force. These duties show an increase from 35 cents 
te 65 cents per kilog. 


The New York city paper trade intends to celebrate 
the “Glorious Fourth” in good style. It will close its doors 
on Friday night and will not reopen them until Tuesday 
morning. An agreement to this effect was circulated this 
week and was signed by practically all the houses of im- 
portance. We trust that everyone will thoroughly enjoy 
the holiday. 


The situation in Wisconsin has quieted down and there 
is now no disorder. This is a good sign, for “brawlers” 
who take advantage of the opportunity to make trouble, to 
the discredit of all hands, should be suppressed. No more 
machines are running, but it is said that some of the mills 
now idle will be started this week. 

In sending in their lists of watermarks and brands for 
use in Lockwood’s Directory manufacturers and dealers 
should be careful to specify which are watermarks and 
which brands, and also to indicate the grade of paper to 
which each belongs. This will tend to aecdracy, which is 
always desirable.

The Important Part That Paper Plays in a Chinaman’s Life 
—The Paper Shops of San Francisco—The Part That 
Paper Plays in Religious and Other Ceremonies. 








Of all the queer little shops or factories in San Fran- 
cisco’s Chinatown, the shops where paper articles are -man- 
ufactured rank as among the most interesting, says Alfred 
Dezendorf in the Los Angeles Times. The stocks of these 
shops suggest spontaneous combustion. There is paper— 
paper everywhere, and boxes upon boxes of it still coming 
from China. 

Ornamental and useful articles made entirely from paper, 
everything from a shoe to a trunk, and candles in all sizes 
and degrees of painted gorgeousness, are the only goods 
made and sold in these shops. The one end of these fac- 
tories is to aid the Chinese in providing them with some- 
thing to burn in the celebration of many feasts and re- 
ligious ceremonies. Perhaps there is no other feature en- 
tering so largely into the superstition and religious belief 
of the Chinese as the burning, at various seasons, of paper 
representations of, it would seem, almost every object un- 
der the sun. The trade and work of these stores vary, for 
at one season the articles are very different from those in 
use at another. 

A glance into the shop of Sun Tong Wo, the largest of 
these depots, is like opening a box of old legends, so many 
are the fancies connected with the gorgeous articles of 
paper and tinsel which line the walls, hang from the ceil- 
ing and cram the queer littlesglass fronted shelves. The 
window of the shop is a blaze of paper flowers, brilliantly 
colored punks of immense size, simpering dolls in paper 
dresses trimmed with fur, row upon row of elaborately 
ornamented paper slippers and shoes, hanging baskets, caps 
and banners, trunks and flags, pipes and fans, a stunning 
aggregation of paper. 

Looking through the little shop window at any hour, 
one may see these quiet, solemn looking, long queued 
workmen provided with a pair of shears and a pot of 
flour paste, cutting and snipping, folding and creasing, 
painting and pasting, as they put these paper creations 
together. Some of the more elaborate pieces, such as 
the long robes, come already manufactured, from Canton, 
China, but most of the articles are made by the Chinese 
paper workers in San Francisco. No patterns or stencils 
are used, just the sense of color and form, guided by 
skillful hands. The stock of paper articles carried by 
this house runs well up into the thousands in value, and 
they are also shipped to dealers all through the United 
States and into British Columbia. 

Here also are made simple figures cut out by hand, as 
American children do paper dolls, all to be burned for 
the edification and appeasing of the great joss, for the 
use of departed friends, or by the eldest son of a Chinese 
household, who believes that unless he burns, at the wor- 
ship of the tombs, which comes just after the Chinese 
New Year and lasts for a month or so, representations 
in paper of the things his father needs and uses in his 
life, his father, when he reaches the other world, will 
find himself reduced to beggary and without these things. 
Much gilt money, made in the paper shops in Canton, is 
also burned. When a Chinaman takes a voyage, he throws 
quantities of this money overboard to propitiate the God 
of the Sea. If the paper burned has characters upou it, 
it will be more efficacious, and if it be red, it is the fortu- 
mate color. Every Chinese household has a great respect 
for paper having characters upon it, and every scrap of 
it found is kept and solemnly burned. For this they be- 
lieve much credit will be given in the other world, as well 
as here. In China the benevolent societies employ an old 
man with a pair of big chopsticks to pick up scraps of 
paper from the roads and out of crevices, ete., and burn 
them. His calling is considered a most honorable one. 


These shops make many things to be burned at Ta Tsiou, 
the feast of music, to avert damage from fire. One mil- 
lion dollars’ worth of these paper articles is burned every 
year in China. From these shops also come the blue and 
white paper used in mourning, and the perforated paper 
thrown out at funerals, that the devils may crawl through 
it, and so lose track of the sou! of the departed one. But 
at the Chinese New Year, beginning about February 1, the 
paper factories are at the zenith of their business. Every 
Chinaman, high and low alike, has scoured his house, and 
is ready to burn paper before the joss. On the river boats, 
where so many of the lower class live, the head of the 
house puts up a new joss picture and will fool it if he can. 
For he will sometimes burn a gorgeous robe such as offi- 
cials wear, thinking thereby to attain such a station in the 
eyes of the joss, and pass on the honor to members of his 
family. ‘* 

Along the back wall of the little shop are hung_ paper 
trunks with rich rdbes of paper tissue and gold folded over 
them. A grotesque cap or headdress of paper, sometimes 


studded with small mirrors in the place of jewels, and a 
boatlike pair of paper shoes complete the package, to be 
burned on New Year’s Eve or later, before the joss. 


The 


trunks are supposed to be used by the gods in various 
trips. Special suits of this paper clothing, varying much in 
decoration and cost, are made for the different josses. The 
“coat of the seven sisters” is a long, richly decorated affair, 
sometimes with brass rings let in the body as a sort of in- 
sertion or embroidery. A little flopping woman, a melange 
of shiny black hair, glazed cloth and twinkling jade orna- 
ments, waddles into the shop and asks shyly for a “suit for 
the seven sisters.” At once the dealer knows that she is 
going to send up burnt offerings and thanks to one of the 
favorite women josses. 

Thousands of years ago there was a Chinese god who 
had seven daughters who never married, but the memory 
of their virtuous lives remains among the Chinese women 
to this day. The Chinese believe that the constellation 
familiar to Christendom as the “Dipper” is the jewels of 
the seven sisters. This joss is believed to be one of the 
daughters of the ancient god, and the Chinese girls and 
women worship her with especial veneration and love, be- 
cause, as the Chinese will tell you, “the seven sisters all 
very honest, good girls.” In China the 7th of July is the 
feast day of the seven sisters. At 8 o’clock on the even- 
ing of that day all the girls of a neighborhood get together 
and vie with one another in showing who can contribute 
the richest offerings for the joss of the seven sisters. 

From these paper emporiums are sold hundreds of robes 
and the tiniest of red and green and gold paper slippers 
for Quon Yum, Queen of Heaven, the famous little foot 
woman joss. She also has a special day set apart for 
further offerings to her, the 29th of January, according to 
Chinese reckoning. 

The most frequent demand upon the paper dealer at 
New Year’s runs in the following hieroglyphics: “Nor my 
Quon Dai Yee,” which being igterpreted, means: “I want 
a suit for Quon Dai Yee.” This is the grand mogul among 
the josses, and his powers and jurisdiction are wide. 
Everything that can possibly contribute to his comfort is 
burned at the New Year feast. Gorgeous fans with lucky 
sentences written on them, and paper water pipes. 
smothered in tinsel, blaze up before him in reckless pro- 
fusion from bronze receptacles. Demands for paper boats 
smothered in cargoes of flowers to be burned to Buck Dai, 
the river joss, are also frequent. Paper pictures, huge 
pyramids of paper flowers in which are set punks over- 
topped by peacock feathers, and paper mottoes which are 
supposed to keep out the demon of the plague, are also 
good sellers. These things may be bought at figures all 
the way from 15 and 25 cents to $1 or $2. 

The paper suits and trunks range in price from 50 cents 
per set to $2.50 or more, and in China on July 14, which 
is the feast day of all josses, silken robes costing as much 
as $10 are sometimes burned by the richest devotees. In 
San Francisco even the poorest Chinese family will hoard 
pennies in order to be able to burn a robe costing at 
least 50 cents, and thereby gain good luck throughout 
the year. Among the smaller articles made in these paper 
factories are the figures in long strings which represent the 
servants, who, as they are burned, are supposed to de- 
scend, and be at the beck and call of people in the other 
world. If the deceased was a soldier, spears, armor and 
all the paraphernalia of a warrior are burned for him. 
Also are burned paper horses to ride, fishes to eat, clothes 
to wear and pipes to smoke, &c. Here in these shops 
are printed and sold long letters of supplication from the 
sick, to be burned before the joss, who may thereby grant 
the petitioners health, 

One side of the store is occupied by a stock of mar- 
riage dolls, gayly dressed figures standing in boxes of 
flowers and surrounded by punk. No marriage ceremony 
is complete, nor will the union be fruitful, according to 
the Chinese, without a number of these dolls among the 
wedding decorations. Other dolls for sale are quaint and 
grotesque “pictures,” as the Chinese call them, used for 
simple household decoration, 

From the ceiling of the shop hang the wonderfully 
made pyramids of the Loon Hong, or hanging baskets 
made especially to hang in the temple before the joss. 
Nearby wave the shen fans, long streamers with hiero- 
glyphic screeds emblazoned on them. These are carried 
before the joss in processions to announce his coming. 
Then there are paper flags of all sizes and colors. 

These are supposed to be needed by the joss in giving 
orders to his servants, his army, &c., for with him flags 
are used to indicate orders, somiething after the custom in 
the American Navy. New Year cards without end, plas- 
tered with enough good wishes to pave the city, are also 
made and sold in the paper shops. The American visit- 
ing these shops for the first time will find many other 
things queer and interesting. * 


“Princess” Covers Firecracker. 

C. H. Dexter & Sons, Windsor Locks, Conr., have issued 
a sample book of “Princess” covers in the shape of a giant 
firecracker, which is both timely and realistic. The covers, 
te which the firm refers as the “original cracker jacks,” are 
made in ten colors, two finishes, four weights and two 
sizes. Samples of the covers constitute the “filling” of the 
firecracker. 


Koegel’s Universal Slitter and Circular Knife Grinder. 


In the illustration herewith presented is shown the 
Koegel patent universal grinder for sharpening paper slit- 
ters and circular knives, manufactured by Charles Koege! 
& Son, Holyoke, Mass. The firm claims that this is the only 
grinder of its kind on the market, and that it will sharpen 
all kinds of top or bottom slitters quicker and better than 
can be done any other way. The grinder has universal 
feeds, up and down, forward, back and cross feed, and is 
equipped with a swivel arrangement so as to take any styl« 
or shape of slitter on the spindles. The machine is very 





solidly constructed, every part thoroughly tested, and is 
sold on a guarantee that it will give perfect satisfaction. 
The machine is furnished complete, including emery wheel, 
emery wheel guard, belt idler, grinder posts, wrenches, 
arbors to accommodate different slitters, and all belts ex- 
cept main driving belt. The machine occupies a floor 
space of 27 by 42 inches, with a total height of 45 inches, 
but height to table is 30 inches, and it weighs about 400 
pounds. Any concern using slitters will find this grinder a 
most useful machine, and so confident are the manufac- 
turers that it will give full satisfaction that they will send 
one on approval to any responsible party desiring to test the 
merits of the grinder.

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ROSIN SIZE. 


Its Analysis and the Mode of Expressing the Percentage of 
Free Rosin—Clayton Beadle Continues His 
Interesting Article. 


. 


(Continued from Paver Trape JourNnat, April 21, 1904.) 
This weight, says Clayton Beadle in the British Paper 
Maker, after deducting the weight of the flask, represents 
the weight of the “free” rosin. The whole of the watery 
liquid, with washings, is now poured into the separating 
funnel, an indicator, such as methylorange, is added, and 
then dilute hydrochloric acid until the liquid is just acid. 
This precipitates the whole of the combined rosin. The 
mass is immediately shaken with ether until the whole of 
the precipitated rosin is dissolved and the aqueous solu- 
tion rendered quite clear, The ether is evaporated off in 
a weighed flask, as in the case of the “free” rosin. This 
weight represents “combined” rosin. 
The weight of the “combined” and “free” rosin, when 
added together, of course represents the weight of “total” 
rosin; and the percentage of “free” rosin on the “total” 
weight of rosin present is a matter of simple calculation. 
The gravimetric method, as already described, is free 
from the objections raised against the volumetric method. 
The determination of free rosin is not falsified by the 
presence of free soda. The gravimetric method has, how- 
ever, a distinct disadvantage. In weighing rosin at, say, 
105° C., a temperature just sufficient to dry off all the 
moisture, some of the more volatile rosin acids are dis- 
tilled off also. These rosin acids, such as the turpentine 
rosins, are active agents in the sizing process, and should, 
of course, be determined together with the less volatile 
rosin. Any error due to this can, however, be eliminated 
by expressing the free rosin as a percentage of the total 
rosin present. The figure for free rosin will, under these 
circumstances, be correct, so long as the free and com- 
bined rosins have been dried at one given temperature— 
say 105° C.; because, whatever volatile matter the free 
residue has lost, the combined rosin residue will have lost 
in a similar proportion, and whatever loss this may be 
the percentage of free rosin will remain unaltered. 
The determination of rosin in presence of the fats which 
aré sometimes added in the manufacture of rosin size pre- 
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sents many difficulties; even chemists skilled in the an- 
alysis of soaps find it a great difficulty. It should not, 
therefore, be attempted by a works chemist. 

Leaving the subject of “free” rosin alone for a moment, 
I will briefly describe a convenient modus operandi for 
the estimation of free and combined soda. Some con- 
sider it is only necessary to determine the total soda. 
This can best be done by taking a weighed quantity in 
a platinum dish, allowing it to dry down with a small 
flame underneath, and then carefully igniting the mass, 
care being taken that nothing comes over the side of the 
dish. This produces a charred mass of carbonaceous mat- 
ter and soda ash. The carbonaceous matter is difficult to 
get rid of, except by heating for a long time. I devised 
a method whereby the carbon can easily be burnt out, 
and much time saved. This method I have used for many 
years, but have not until now made it public. After two 
or three minutes’ heating as above, the flame is removed, 
and the crucible allowed to cool. A few drops of dis- 
tilled water are added and the dish placed in an air bath 
at 105° C. until! dried down. The dish is then reignited 
under a flame, when it will be found that the carbonaceous 
matter readily burns away. (The same mode of getting 
rid of carbonaceous matter can be applied with advantage 
when estimating the total soda in an esparto, &c., wood 
liquor.) The white residue of ash is weighed; the weight 
of the crucible deducted and the weight so obtained is 
Na:CO;. To check the above the weighed ash is dissolved 
out with boiling water into a dish and titrated with nor- 
mal sulphuric acid in the presence of methyl orange. To 
save time the white ash can be dissolved and titrated 
without weighing. The titration figure must be regarded 
as the most accurate, as the ash is liable to contain min- 
eral matter. The total soda may also be determined by 
the direct titration of some of the original size solution, 
with normal sulphuric acid in the presence of an indi- 
cator. I do not regard this method as being so accurate 
as the method of concentration described above. 
_ The free alkali in a rosin soap is determined in a simi- 
lar way to a free alkali in an ordinary primrose soap; that 
is, it is salted out by the addition of neutral concentrated 
brine. The size would be rendered just fluid by the addi- 
tion of a little water if necessary. To the mass is added 
a quantity of neutral concentrated brine, and the whole 
vigorously shaken for a few minutes; the brine will then 
contain any free alkali originally contained in the rosin 
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soap. The brine is then titrated by means of normal acid 
in presence of an indicator. 

To arrive at the “combined” soda it is only necessary 
to deduct the free soda from the total soda found. Thx 
only way to express thé percentage of soda in a rosi: 
soap, either free or combined, is as so much per cent. o1 
the original weight of rosin soap. 

Having dealt with the mode of analyzing rosin soap 
and the errors likely to arise, we will turn our attention 
to the mede of expressing the percentage of “free” rosin 

As already explained there are two ways of doing this 
or perhaps we may say three ways: 

A. As a percentage of the original weight of size. 

B. As a percentage of the “total” rosin present. 

C. As a percentage of the dry weight of rosin six 
(moisture extracted). 

I have already dismissed method C as being absolutely 
untenable, for reasons already given. We will proceed 
to deal with methods A and B. In order to illustrat 
these two methods, I give herewith a table of hypothetical 
but very likely, cases of compositions of rosin size. I giv 
four instances. In instance 1, by mode A the free rosin 
would be 5 per cent.; by mode B it would be to per cent 
Similarly, in the second case the free rosin would be by 
mode A_ Io per cent., by mode B 20 per cent.; and so o1 
with Nos. 3 and 4:

The paper maker is often inclined to express 
i: by mode A; whereas the maker of rosin almost uni 
versally expresses it by mode B. And probably without 
knowing that they are using different modes of expression 
the paper maker and size maker get at loggerheads at once 
For the simple reason that an ordinary commercial siz 
contains about 50 per cent. of total rosin, the paper maker's 
mode, A, would, on an average, give half the figure for fre« 
rosin as is given the size maker hy mode B. The paper 
maker, if he wanted a size to contain 10 per cent. of fre 
rosin, would choose No. 2; the size maker would offer him 
No. 1.

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THE STRAW CROP. 


Good Weather Has Produced a Decided Change and Board 
and Paper Men Will Probably Get a Fair 
Supply of Their Raw Material. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

Dayton, Ohio, June 27, 1904.—In view of the proximity 
of the harvesting season, which is only a fortnight dis- 
tant in many sections of the Middle West, it is interest- 
ing to note the wholesome change in the wheat crop, due 
to the salubrious weather of the past two weeks. Up to 
that time it was raining much of the time and the cold 
weather retarded the growth of the grain. But in two 
weeks’ time there is said to have been a marvelous 
change, and the farmers will reap a fairly good harvest 
in this immediate vicinity, the harvest amounting to as 
much as is usually garnered. Of course the straw paper 
men are jubilant, as they had expected only a third of 
a crop, and not of good quality. This change in climate 
has extended to the great straw States, and it is believed 
that the crop will be much better than at first antici- 
pated, weather conditions and crop reports bearing out the 
claim to an extent. 

“We may get a fair crop, but it won’t be sufficient for 
the needs of fifty-nine straw board factories,” said a 
well known tradesman.

PAPER.—A number of things have conspired this week 
to render the market quiet. Among these are the approach 
of the first of the month, the holiday and the definite be- 
ginning of the dull season, which invariably sets in just 
after the Fourth of July. At this time little in the way of 
new business is looked for. Taking care of old orders 
and attending to the small routine demands of their cus- 
tomers have occupied the attention of the trade this week. 
Because of the holiday next week and the general let up 
in business which always takes place after the Fourth, no 
change in the market situation is expected for a number of 
weeks. The midsummer dullness can now be said to have 
begun. But, although the demand is light, prices have 
not undergone any material changes. There is, of course, 
some talk in the trade to the effect that quotations of Book 
papers, News and Manilas have “softened” a little as a 
result of the lessened demand. The shading of prices, 
however, on Book, No. 1 Wood Manilas and on News is 
not as yet general. The concessions reported to have been 
made are said to have been made by a few of the smaller 
mill owners, who feared that they might need the orders 
later on. On the question of prices it can be said with 
truth that manufacturers are holding quite firmly to their 
old asking prices. In Box Boards the manufacturers are 
making a new attempt to better market conditions by re- 
ducing production.
